1 . AMBASSADOR PETERS, NEWLY APPOINTED LUXEMBOURG PERMANENT 
REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UN CALLED ON GOVERNOR SCRANTON 16 SEPT. 

2. GOVERNON SCRANTON GREETED PETERS MOST WARMLY AND POINTED OUT 
THAT HE HAD ENJOYED A BRIEF BUT CLOSE RELATIONSHIP WITH AMB. RETTEL 
AND LOOKED FORWARD TO MAINTAINING A CLOSE RELATIONSHIP WITH 
PETERS AS WELL AS THE OTHER MEMBERS OF THE EC-9. 

3. PETERS SAID PRIMIN THORN WOULD BE ARRIVING IN NEW YORK THIS 

WEEKEND AND WOULD TURN OVER THE PRESIDENCY TO AMBASSADOR AMERASINGHE 
ON OPENING DAY, SEPT 21. HE WENT ON TO SAY THAT BECAUSE OF THORN’S 
VERY BUSY SCHEDULE HE MIGHT NOT RETURN TO THE UN THIS FALL. HOWEVER, 

THIS DECISION HAS NOT BEEN FINALIZED. 

4. GOVERNOR SCRANTON TOUCHED ON OUR INTEREST IN SUCCESSFULLY 
DEALING WITH THE KOREAN QUESTION AND POINTED OUT THAT AS HE SAW IT 
AT THE MOMENT THERE WERE THREE UNKNOWS BEFORE THE ASSEMBLY, THE 
MIDDLE EAST, SOUTHERN AFRICA AND THE ECONOMIC ISSUES BEFORE THE 
WORLD FORUM. PETERS SAID THAT HE WOULD WORK CLOSELY WITH 

THE U.S. MISSION AND WOULD BE AS HELPFUL INEVERY WAY THAT HE 
COULD. 
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
